Bighteen members of the committee ad- 
dressed themsélves to its first important 
task, the only absentees among its Amer- 
i¢an membership being Bishop McCabe of | 
the Methodist Church, Gov. Blanchard of | 
Louisiana, E. E. Clark, President of the} 
Brotherhood of Railway Conductors, and | 
Congressman Nicholas Longworth. Every | 
one of the members who attended had a | 
hand in drafting the address, which was 
under discussion for three hours before it 
took shape, and in its final form it re- 
ceived the signatures of all of the con- 
ferrees.

SEEKING INSANITY PROOF 


Ex-Judge Olcott Said to Have Visited 
Thaw’s Cousin in a Philadel- 
phia Asylum. 


Counsel for Harry Kendall Thaw, ac- 
cused of the murder of Stanford White, 
will endeavor to prove, should the neces- 
sity arise, that the affidavit purporting 
to be signed by Evelyn Nesbit, which is 
declared to embody serious charges 
against the young man from Pittsburg, 
never bore her signature. 

Ex-Judge William M. K. Olcott, leading 
counsel for the defense, was still out of 
the city yesterday. At his office it was 
said he was in Phiadelphia and that he 
would return to-day. In his absence 
Terence J. McManus was in charge. 

“If any attempt is made,” said Mr. 
McManus, “to show that Evelyn Nesbit, 
at any time, signed an affidavit embody- 
ing charges against Mr. Thaw, we will 
show that the signature is a forgery. 
She never was a party to any such 
paper.”’

LONDON. ‘Tuesday, July 10.—An 
American correspondent writes to The 
Times that, like Washington, Roosevelt 
might be President of the United £tates 
for life if he would. The correspondent 
makes ro prediction with reference to 
thé next Presidential term, but British- 
ers who follow with interest the course 
of politics in America will manage to 
do without that, for about all of them 
are committed to the belief that Roose- 
velt will be re-elected in 1908. 

Nobody here seems to attach much 
importance to the notice Roosevelt 
gave after the election in 1904 that he 
would vacate the White House on 
March 4, 1909. The expectation pre- 
vails that some means will be found to 
make him recant and continue to do 
business at the old stand. 

The theory seems to be that when the 
time for nominations comes around 
Roosevelt’s party will compel him to 
accept the nomination on the plea that 
he is the only man who can beat Bry- 
an, who, it is assumed, will be the can- 
didate of the Democratic Party. ‘It 
really will astonish Great Britain if 
Roosevelt retires to private life at the 
close of his present term,

They informed the President that on 
last Monday the Captains of two English 
sloops anchored off the Isle of Pines, on 
the coast of the San Blas country, had 
been taken prisoners by the Colombian 
gunboat Cartagena. 

Following this the commander of the 
gunboat had a conference with Mana- 
guina, an Indian chief, who, since the 
independence of the republic, has given 
the Panaman authorities much trouble. 
Upon leaving the commander of the gun- 
boat told Managuina he would return to 
the coast next week. 

These movements on the part of Colom- 
bia cannot be fathomed here and have 
created much interested comment, 


The San Blas Indians inhabit a section 
of the Isthmus beginning about 100 miles 
east of the Canal Zone and running near- 
ly as far to the eastward as the Gulf of 
Darien. They aré complete masters of 
this territory, in spite of the fact that it 
is within the bounds of the Panaman Re- 
public. They permit nq white men to 
come upon their lands, killing all those 
who venture to trespass after having been 
warned to keep out.

DELAWARE’S BIG PEACH CROP 


200 Per Cent. Over Last Year’s, Rail- 
road Expert Says—Spraying Did It. 


The Delaware peach crop, which will 
begin moving to New York and other 
markets this week, will, according to 
Isaac W. Mills, the peach sharp, who has 
been making estimates of the crop of 
Delaware for nearly half a century, be 200 
per cent. greater than that of last year 
and 100 per cent. larger than any crop 
produced in that State for the past decade. 

Mills is employed by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to make these estimates in or- 
der that the road may provide for the 
transportation of the crop. He placais 
the Delaware peach crop this year at 
2,500,995 baskets, and the pear crop at 
499,253 baskets. The great increase in 
the peach yield is attributed largely to 
th: fact that spraying the trees hus pre- 
vented disease among them and thus in- 
creased thelr yield.

Eight New Justices to be Elected. 


In a circular sent out last night, ask- 
ing for signatures to the nominating peti- 
tion, the nominators point out that under 
the act of the last Legislature there are 
to be eight additional Justices of the Su- 
preme Court. Justice Giegerich’s term 
also expires, ag does that of Justice 
Clinch, who was named by Gov. Higgins 
to succeed Justice Barrett, resigned, Ths 
terms of Surrogate Fitzgerald and City 
Judge Cowing also expire, and an addi- 
tional Judge of General S¢ssions ts nam~ | 
in the person of Judge Wyatt, now on the 
Special Sessiong bench. 

The announcement says that the noml- 
nations have been made irrespective of 
party considerations, and in response ta @ 
general demand on the part of the bar 
and the public that these judicial places 
should be filled by lawyers of large ex- 
perience, proved ability, and independence, 
free from any eonnections which might 
lead the public to doubt their disinter- 
ested devotion to the impartial and effi- 
cient administration of justice. The an- 
nouncement says further: 

In the County of New York eighteen Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court attend to all the 
jury and special term business of the court. 
The Judges whom the electors are to choose 
next November thus exceed in number one- 
half of the present bench, exclusive of those 
assigned to the Appellate Division. Obviously, 
these new Judges will largely determine the 
character and efficiency of the administration 
of justice in New York County for the next 
fourteen years. 

Bvery citizen has a supreme interest in elect- 
ing to the bench lawyers of character, ability, 
professional experienve, and independence. The 
candidates of the party organizations, how- 
ever estimable personally, have almost invari- 
ably been selected because of party service or 
political influence. Often professional capacity 
has been entirely disregarded, and not infre- 
quently, as a con¢ition of nomination, large 
payments of money have been exacted ffom the 
candidates. 

Before selecting these candidates we asked 
our brethren of the bar and all other citizens 
interested to submit to us names of eligible 
and desirable candidates for these important 
offices. A very large number of suggestions 
were made, and we have carefully considered 
the qualifications of over 200 lawyers. In def- 
erence to the established principle that judi- 
cial officers who have rendered faithful and

IN ASYLUM 17 YEARS

Mrs. Isaac Shackman. 


SON OPPOSED PROCEEDINGS 


Her Freedom Obtained by a Woman 
Visitor Who Became Interested 
in Her Case.

POUGHKEEPSIE, July 9.—Success has 
crowned the efforts of Mrs. Jennie Shack- 
man of New York to obtain her freedom 
after nearly seventeen years’ confine- 
ment in State insane asylums. 

There was a dramatic scene in the Su- 
preme Court to-day when Justice Jaycox 
pronounced Mrs. Shackman sane and or- 
dered her released from the Hudson River 
State Hospital, where she has been de- 
tained in the wards of the women’s de- 
partment for thirteen years and seven 
months.

man’s attorneys.

| Mrs. Shackman was so much affected 
| that she burst into tears and clapsed in 
her arms her friend, Miss Sarah Mel- 
hado, who sat beside her. The two wo- 
men left the courtroom together. 

Mrs. Jennie Shackman is about 50 years 
of age. Her husband, Isaac Shackman, is 
said to be a prosperous business man in 
New York, iiving at the Hotel Endicott. 
She was in the hospital in Amityville for 
three years before she was transferred 
to the Poughkeepsie institution, nearly 
fourteen years ago. 

Her husband’s visits ceased long ago. 
Finally a friend came to her in the per- 
son of a stranger, Miss Sarah Melhado, 
of this city, who became acquainted with 
Mrs. Shackman while visiting another 
patient in the hospital. Miss Melhado 
became impressed with Mrs. Shackman’s 
story, and satisfied that the woman was 
not insane took the matter to City Judge 
Joseph Moreschauser, who obtained a writ 
of habeas corpus, returnable to-day. The 
proceedings were opposed by her son, 
Sigmund Shackman, who is 27 years of 
age, and who about a year ago had him- 
self appointed a committee of her prop- 
erty. 

Miss Melhado declared that she would 
provide Mrs. Shackman with a home until 
she was able to take care of herself. The 
next step will probably be a proceeding 
to set aside the appointment of the son 
as his mother’s committee in order that 
the property thus withheld from her may 
come into her own possession. 

Dr. Parsons of the State Hospital testi- 
fied that Mrs. Shackman was insane, but 
not dangerous, and that she could easily 
impress people meeting her casually as 
being entirely sane. 


It was said at the Hotel Endicott fast 
night that the Shackman family had lived 
there throughout the Winter, leaving only 
two weeks ago for some Summer resort. 
The family consisted of a father, son, 
and daughter. The Shackmans conduct a 
place of business at 621 Broadway, where 
they deal in woolens on commission. 


SAY HORSE WAS HOMESICK. 


It Wouldn’t Eat, but Ran Seven Miles 
to Its Old Home to Die.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 9.—A horse 
recently purchased by Orrin Rice, the pro- 
prietor of a boarding house at Rock Hill, 
Sullivan County, broke its halter yester- 
day, ran seven miles to its old home, and 
dropped dead as it came to the barn.

SAYS SHAW TO BANKS 


The Secretary Asks Them to Is- 
sue Small, Not Large Notes. 


HE CANNOT MEET DEMAND 


More Profit In Small Bills, He Adds, 
and the $90,000,000 Available Would 
Relieve the Situation. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—Secretary 
Shaw has issued an appeal to National 
banks to assist the Government in sup- 
plying a pressing demand for notes of 
small denominations. He has sent to ‘all 
the Nawonal banks a letter requesting 
them to issue as much of the aggregate 
of their circulating notes in five-dollar 
bills as possible, indicating to them that 
there is more profit in the issuance of 
such notes than in putting out notes of 
larger denominations. 

In the course of his letter, Secretary 
Shaw says: ‘ 

“The Treasurer of the United States 
ig unable to meet, even at this season of 
the year, the pressing demand for notes 
of small denominations. The coming 
Autumn will greatly increase this de- 
mand. In the absence of legislation, I 
am forced to appeal to the National 
banks to use every reasonable effort to 
relieve the situation. If each bank will 
do its share there will be no difficulty. 
Failing in this, there will be slight reason 
to complain of the inevitable shortage 
in small bills. 

“The law permits National banks to 
issue one-third of their yb gg notes 
in denominations of five-dollars. The ag- 
gregate outstanding Nation bank cir- 
culation is a little over 500,000,000, one- 
third of which, or $166,000,000, might be 
in five-dollar notes. Instead of this maxi- 
mum, there is approximately but $76,000,- 
000 in fives. he additional $90,000,000 
in five-dollar bills now available would 
greatly relieve the situation. 

“It must be apparent that there is 
more profit in maintaining circulation in 
small bills than in large ones. Large bills 
are almost immediately presented for re- 
demption. Small bills find their way to 
the pockets of the people and remain in 
circulation much longer. Only in propor- 
tion as they stay in e is their main- 
tenance profitable. Issuing notes one day 
to have them redeemed the next is un- 
profitable to the banks and of no benefit 
to commerce, 

“I wish to call your attention to one 
other consideration. If the banks general- 
ly will exercise a little care and pa 
over their counters only National ban 
notes, they will greatly assist in times 
of monetary stringency. National bank 
otes are intended for use, not for hold- 
ng. They are not available for reserve 
and are valuable only when in actual use. 

“Please use them and do not send them 
in for redemption until unfit for use. 

ey are just as secure, just as safe, 
just as convenient, and Just as acceptable 
to the péople, and their usa leaves other 
forms of money available for reserve.

Unexpected Demonstration a : 
Big Meeting in North Carolina. 


APPEAL AGAINST SOLID SOUTH 


Secretary Tells Southerners It Is Det- 
- rimental to Them and to the 
Whole Nation. 


GREENSBOROUGH, N. C., 


meeting of North Carolina Republicans 


on the eve of their State Convention, de- | 
livered a speech that was generally re- | 


garded as the opening gun of the Con- 
gressional campaign of 1906. 

He set forth at length what he called 
the disadvantages attaching to the fallacy 
of the “solid South,’’ which he said was 
detrimental to the whole country, as 


well as to the Southern States; assailed | 
the Democratic Party as the party of| 
negation and inefficiency, criticised Bryan, | 


and dwelt upon the achievements of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the Republican Party 
in the session of Congress just closed. The 
mention of Bryan’s name, however, pro- 
voked a storm of applause. 

The Opera House was packed to over- 
flowing by a throng eager to hear the 
Secretary of War, and hundreds of per- 
sons had to be turned away. Secretary 
Taft said: 

“When your committee did me the 
honor to ask me to address the Republi- 
can Convention of North Carolina, they 
advised me that the political 
was such that if a proper effort were 
‘made at the coming election, it would be 
possible to carry the State for the Repub- 
lican Party, and that in that effort they 
felt they were entitled to the sympathy 
and assistance of Republicans throughout 


the country. The appeal had convincing 
weight with 


the country at large, and to the South in

“T say this in no partisan spirit, for I 
am not one of those who think that this

Since That at Sevastopol. 


COSSACKS ALSO IN REVOLT 


Some Refuse to Join the Colors for 
Police Duty, and Others to Fire 


on Demonstrators. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Tuesday, July 10.—| 


News of a mutiny at Tamboff, which, ap- 
parently, is the most serious of such af- 
fairs since the Sevastopol mutiny, is con- 
fined to the bare details of a censored 
agency dispatch showing that the muti- 
neers, when aitacked by loyal troops, 
offered armed resistance before retreating 
to their barracks, where they are now 
barricaded. Up to 1:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing the newspapers have received no fur- 
ther particulars. In previous mutinies this 
year the disaffected troops have submit- 
ted when confronted by loyal detach- 
ments. 

The outbreak is a quick commentary on 
Gen. Trepoff’s declaration in the inter- 
view with him published July 7, in which 
he affirmed that the cavalry could be de- 


Rended upon more than the infantry, be- |

Dispatches received here from Novo

Record-Breaking Field of 136 Competi- 
tors for Opening Round—Rain 
Benefits the Greens. 


Everything Is in readiness at the Engle- 
wood Golf Club for the National amateur 
golf championship which will be started 
promptly at 9 o’clock this morning. ‘The 
hard shower which passed over the links 
yesterday caused most of the practicing 
golfers to run to cover, but it was a big 
improvement to-the greens, and they will 
be on the very edge of perfection to-day. 
The number of competitors who have 
been duly entered and drawn for the open- 
ing round is 136, breaking all previous 
records for probable starters in a United 
States Golf Association champlonship. 
| The committee, having learned wisdom 
jin past years from the discomforts occa- 
sioned by requiring an army of golfers 
to play 36 holes at medal play in one day, 
has divided this qualifying round into two 
days’ play, and only 18 holes will be re- 
quired to-day. 

Some idea of the magnitude of this 
event may be gleaned from the fact that, 
starting the pairs on a five-minute head- 
way, 5 hours and 35 minutes will be re- 
quired to send all the competitors off 
from the first tee. The first pair will be 
Parke Wright of Buffalo and W. S&S. 
Simpson of Baltusrol, while the last pair 
will be Charles B. Macdonald of Garden 
City and Garry B. Adams of Baltusrol, 
their time of starting being 2:35 P. M.

HEAVY LOSSES IN LEMONS. 


Market Here Glutted and Prices Down 
—Importers May Lose $500,000. 


With the arrivals by steamer to-day 


| there are now 200,000 boxes, or 70,000,000 
lemons unsold on shipboard in the Har- 


bor. of New York. This enormous accu- 
mulation has been brought about by pe- 
culiar market conditions. The market 
was high early in the season, and the 
shipments of lemons have been very} 
heavy. The market declined and the re-| 
ceivers here adopted a policy of postpon- 
jing sales until the market became better, 
but it did not improve as expected. 

The supplies will now be turned loose, 
74,000 boxes being scheduled for sale at 
auction this week. The average box con- 
tains 350 lemons, so that it may be seen 
that the sales this week will be 25,255,000 
| lemons. 

Ninety days ago the bulk of the lemon 
sales here were being made upon a basis 
of between $4 and $5 per box. Now the 
bulk are being sold at about $2.50; For 
the best lemons, however, prices are still | 
being maintained upon a basis of between | 
$4 and $5. The bulk of the stock, how- 
ever, is not of the best. . 

| These lemons were bought under con- 
| tract, and it is conservatively estimated 
that the importers have already lost $150,- | 

000 on the season and that the losses will 
| reach $500,000 if conditions do not change 
| before the end of the season.

NOT A THEOSOPHIST, 
SAYS LYMAN J. GAGE 


He Likes the Society, but Has 
Not Been Invited to Join, 


SCHOOL INTERESTS’ HIM 


But He Admires the Artillery at Point 
Loma Just as Much—Wants to 
be Left to Himself. 


CHICAGO, July 9.—The Tribune pub- 
lishes to-day a signed statement from 
Lyman J. Gage, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury, defining his relation to theo- 
sophy.

day, I claim the privilege of withdrawal

from the struggles of business life. 
the end of the school year some time is 
rofitably spent in the review of what 
as been studied.

“Tam trying this life at Point Loma 
because I have personal friends here, be- 
cause the climate is most agreeable, be- 
cause it is just outside of the rush and 
roar of the world, and because here one 
can lead ‘the simple life.’ 

‘* Beyond these reasons, there are two 
institutions which to me lend much in- 
terest to the place. The first is the 
United States Military Reservation, with 
its fine system of harbor defenses and 
its companies of artillerymen. The sec- 
ond is the Raja Yoga School for children 
and youths of all ages. 

“This school was established and is 
being carried on by Katherine Tingley, 
as leader and official head of the Uni- 
versal Brotherhood and Theosophical So- 
ciety throughout the world. The school 
excites my interest, and the maginifcent 
work it is doing in the development of 
clean, healthy, well-educated, and self- 
controlled young lives stimulates my hope 
for the future of the society. 

“YT am not affiliated, except in this 
friendly way, either with the military sta- 
tion or the Theosophical Society. I am 
too old to enlist in the army, and I have 
not yet been invited to join the Theosoph- 
ists. I would consider it honorable to be 
related to either of them.

Noboay | 
can guess what position the Commission 
will take, say, upon differentials, or 
what theorfs of regulating rates or re- 
bates should be adopted, or what ideas 
should control in regulating sectional | 
competitions, or methods of promoting 
international commerce by import and 
export rates. Without taking any defi- 
nite position upon any topic, it may be 
asserted that there Is a right and 
wrong, and that elther may be pro- 
moted by the make-up of the Commis- 
sion. Does anybody know anything 
about how this will work out? And is 
it possible that some possess informa- 
tion not generally enjoyed?

M. SARDOU’S GHOST STORY.

Not His Hand, but That of Palissy 
Directed the Immortal Pen. 


According to the words of the great play- 
wright himself, as set forth in the Paris papers, 
M. Sardou of the French Academy, and the 
most Wstinguished and prolific dramatist in 
France—author of ‘The Spy,” 
‘* Dante,” ‘ Spiritualism,’”’ &c.—did not write 
all the plays usually attributed to him. Their 
real author is Bernard Palissy, who died 300 
years ago. 

M. Sardou thus explains himself: 

For many years he has been communicating 
with the dead by medns of the planchette. “I 
had a little round table on pegs, which ran 
after me around my flat Iike a pet dog. Roses 
frequently dropped from the ceiling. Unseen 
hands played the piano. Then one evening 


| Bernard Palissy manifested himself. He seized 


my hand and guided the pencil tn it over sheets 
of paper.”’ 

Once Bernard told him sharply, “* Paper too 
gmall."’ A larger sheet was brought. ‘ Paper 
still too small."’ ‘It is the largest I have,” 
replied the dramatist. ‘‘Go buy some,”’ sald 
the ghost. Sardou objected—his dealcr was 
distant. ‘“‘Go to the Place St. Anidre-des- 
Arts,’ Bernard commanded. ‘“ No stationer 
replied Sardou. ‘‘ There is,’’ insisted 
the ghost. Sardou went. Over a door he read: 
“Wholesale Dealer in Pasteboard.’’ He en- 
tered and purchased a bundle of the largest 
sheets obtainable in Paris. ‘‘I told you so,” 
the ghost said on his return. 5 

And there M. Sardou stops short; he does not 
say what Bernard told him to write on the 
paper, nor does he reveal the extent of his 
ultimate indebtedness to the ghost. Parisian 
critics say that there is internal evidence In the 
plays, generally attributed to Sardou, which 
shows that it must have been immense.

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EFFECT OF NEW FOOD LAWS. 


Inter-State Commodities Ought Log- 
ically to Become the More Popular. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have one or two notions concerning 
the recent pure food legislation whfch, 
if I am not mistaken, are worth circula- 
tion. 

I predict that when the excellent laws 
recently passed shall have been put in 
operation inter-State food will be greatly 
more popular than local food. It will be 
to the advantage of the grocer and the 
restaurateur to have their commodities 
chaperoned by these laws. 

This will bring hardship upon those who 
produce for local consumption, and ad- 
vantage to the trust, which will undoubt- 
edly use the law as an advertisement out- 
side of the States in which it does its 
canning. 

All the States should hasten fo protect 
their local producers by providing them 
with “bills of health” as good as that 
provided by Congress for outsiders. The 
people of Illinois who eat Chicago meat, 
for example, ‘will not be protected by the 
Federal laws. Perhaps it is as well to 
let Illinois have what it permits to be 
sold, but as a business proposition it will 
perhaps pay Chicago dealers to import 
their canned goods from Kansas City. 

Much has been said of the heavy blow 
to an American industry or two; we seem 
to have forgotten the large number of 
chickens cremated last Winter as an arti- 
ficial means of keeping up the price; we 
have lost sight of the fact that there is 
a daily extortion of one million dollars 
over fair prices. in this country, and that 
local cattle raising, discouraged by the 
trust, is our protection. 

The “embalmed” beef was not very 
poisonous. I came to know it well. I 
ate it in Cuba and in the Philippines. It 
was merely nauseating—not so much s0 
at the first meal, but more and more so 
as the victim became saturated with the 
chemicals used, which broke down the 
cellular and molecular structure of the 
beef and transformed it into a more or 
less harmless mass, as nutritious as hay, 
and, to the well-saturated soldier, as pal- 
atable as castor oil.

Good Way to Kill the Half Drowned. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Not the least useful and instructive part of 


| your admirable article on swimming In to-day's 


| issue is your exposure of the time-worn fallacy | 


that cramp fs a satisfactory explanation of the 
drowning of practiced swimmers. 

As cramp seldom attacks more 
muscle, or group of muscles, simultaneously 
there {s no reason why—unless it is the ab- 


dominal form, which is almost entirely due to} 


immersion directly after a meal—it should so 
disable a swimmer as to cause his death; more- 
over, people who are subject to cramp have 
{t on shore as well as in water, and how few 
of the deaths attributed to cramp have been 
those of persons known to be subject to this 
complaint. 

There is another subject {n connection with 
drowning that THE Times would do well to 
give the public some instruction on, viz., the 
danger and folly of rolling on a barrell the 
bodies of apparently drowned persons. This pro. 
cess has never yet helped to rescusitate, though 
it has undoubtedly killed many, half-drowned 
persons. The idea that it “‘ pumps out”’ the 
water is entirely fallacious. In the first place, 
no water enters the lungs of a drowned man 
till he has been absolutely dead for many 
| hours. In the second, the removal of water 
| from the stomach is quite a secondary consid- 
eration compared with the importance of re- 
establishing the action of heart and lungs, and 
rolling a body on a barrel is about the surest 
way of preventing both heart and lungs from 
resuming their normal functions. 

Artificial expansion and contraction of the 
chest by alternately stretching the arms above 
the head and compressing the chest with them Is 
the correct first ald to the apparently drowned, 
but never can rolling on a barrel be anything 
but deleterious.

THE LION OF JUDAH. 


An Interpretation of the Forty-ninth 
Chapter of Genesis. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The excellent picture of the spk 1x pub- 
lMished in Sunday’s Times has recalled 
the curious interpretation of the forty- 
ninth chapter of Genesis by Cope White- 
house. According to him, this chapter 
was probably written ifi hieroglyphics and 
| translated into that dialect of Phoenicia 
which we associate with the Jews. He 
argues, in the treatise entitled ‘‘ The 
Bahr Jusuf and the Prophecy, of Jacob,” 
published in the proceedings of the Lon- 
don Society of Biblical Archaeology, that 
all the metaphors and similes are taken 
from physical facts and objects in the 
Valley of the Nile. The sphinx is the 
lion of Judah. The Greeks madé female 
sphinxes in literature, and the Romans 
adorned their villas with marble repre- 
Sentations of the same sex. But the 
great Lords of Egypt, the so-called Shep- 
had caused their portrait 
statues to be chiseled in green basalt 
and white limestone a thousand years 
before the riddle of Oedipus. 
Paraphrasing the revised version, {t 
would read: Judah shall have the su- 
premacy over his brethren. His control 
of the neck of the Delta will give him 
command over the Nile route from the 
Mediterranean to the Red Sea and the 
Indian Ocean.. The lion has retired from 
the fray, as the sphinx is'carved a few 
feet above the level of the highest flood. 
None shall make him afraid. So far as 
the promise of Gizeh extends, hig au- 
thority is paramount; and the foreign 
element must acknow$edge it. South of 
Gizeh the Sons of Joseph occupy the 
provinces of Beni-Suef and the Fayouin. 
The Fayouin was the vineyard of Egypt. 
The ass and its colt transported the wine 
jars to the ships that were moored at 
the feet of the sphinx, for export or use 
in the Delta. The clothes of the work- 
men were stained with wine; and Tu 
Times photograph shows that the lime- 
stone was permanently discolored. The 
face is still red, although there is no 
reason to suppose that it has been 
touched for 1,600 years.

THE ROCKEFELLER CLUB 
LOSES ITS FINE HOME 


45th Street House to Let, and 
Bible Class Members Are Out. 


MOVE A SURPRISE TO THEM 


Young Mr. Rockefeller Thought the 
Club Was Not Serving Jts Full Pur- 
pose There—No Future Plans. 


The Fifth Avenue Baptist Church Bible 
Class, of which John D. ‘Rockefeller, Jr., 
is the teader, will be without a clubhouse 
and without a place for its teas and re- 
ceptions when it gathers for the next ses- 
sion on the first Monday in October. 
clubhouse, a stately old brownstone resi- 
dence at 11 West Forty-fifth Street, bears 
a “To let” sign in one of its front win- 
dows, and thirteen faithful members of 
the Bible class, who have been lodging at 
the club at very reasonable prices for 
their rooms, are now seeking shelter else- 
where. 

The building, which the club has occu- 
pied for five years, is -controlled by the 
Rockefellers, if it is not owned by them 
outright. Nothing was known of the pro- 
posed abandonment of the club when the 
Bible class held its last meeting, and the 
members will, for the most part, be sur- 
prised by this news. The thirteen lodger 
members have enjoyed splendid quarters 
right off the avenue, and, as they are 
men of modest means, their new rooms 
will probably be in less fashionable quar- 
ters of the city. 

So far no plans have been formulated 
for a club to take the place of the old ona. 
A number of rooms may be rented some- 
where that the members of the class may 
gather on week days and have their teas 
and receptions, but even this has not been 
decided upon, although it has been dis- 
cussed. One member of the class said 
yesterday that the club was not serving 
its full purpose in the present building, 
and that young Mr. Rockefeller did not 
think it wise to keep it up under such 
circumstances. 

Young Mr. Rockefeller is now at 
Beverly Farms, Mass. While the im- 
pression he gave his class in his farewell 
at the beginning of Summer was that he 
would resume his leadership in October, 
no one knows for a certainty that he will 
take up his class work again. The 
abandonment of the club is taken by 
some members to indicate his desire to 
draw his sible class work as much as 
possible out of the public gaze. 

A TIMES reporter learned yesterday 
that the congregation of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Baptist Church has been undergoing 
a change that has been particularly 
noticeable during the past year. New 
members have come in and the old fami- 
friends of the Rockefellers, have 
been moving away to other churches, 
many changing their homes to other 
neighborhoods.

It 
is expected that an order. carrying the 
plan into effect will be issued within the 
next few weeks. This branch is one of 


the few remaining in which the’ civil 
service regulations do not apply. 

The law was extended to it by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, but there were so many 
complaints against the political effect of 
the order that President McKinley re- 
voked it soon after he went into office, 
except so far as it applied to storekeep- 
ers and gaugers receiving salaries of more 
than $500 a year. If the change is made 
it will affect several thousand persons.

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BABIES’ FRESH AIR CAMP 
IS OPEN FOR BUSINESS 


Home for Sick Children at the 
Rockefeller Institute. 


DOCTORS AND NURSES HELP 


| Rockefeller Lent Land Upon Which 
Shacks Are Being Erected—Three 
Little Patients Already. 


The Fresh Air Camp for Sick Babies 
opened yesterday in the grounds of*the 
Rockefeller Institute, at Sixty-fifth Street 
and the East River. The grounds upon 
which this charity for the alleviation of 
the suffering of Children in Summer is 
being conducted were lent by John D. 
Rockefeller. 

The camp jis on a bluff overlooking the 
river where it surges at the turn of the 
tide from the eddies of Hell Gate. Out- 
side children are allowed in the grounds 
to play or wade in the river, but the main 
work is the treatment of children who 
are sick. 

Here there are cots enough to accom- 
modate 600 sick babies. Nurses and doc- 
tors in plenty have volunteered their serv- 
ices to the society. At present the grounds 
are bare of shade trees and grass, but hun- 
dreds of children crowded to the grounds 
on the opening day, to get the fresh 
| Wreones from over’ Blackwell's Island and 
; the river. Some of them dug holes—the 
{kind of children who have a mystic pur- 
pose and thought in all they do; others 
took a keen delight in carrying a bit of 
planking from one place to another, per- 
haps placing it against a tree and stand- 
jing off to view the effect with great 
| gravity. They were all more or less sick, 


} 


but they were still children. 
The shacks are not yet finished, but 
carpenters were busy all day, much to 


the delight of the little children, who bor- 


rowed tools and nails and bits of wood— 
for what purpose only lovers of children 
can understand. The workmen got along 
slowly, for most of them were fathers 
and—well, as one said: 

{ “Them poor kids makes me want to 
quit work and help ’em to get well again.”’ 

“Funny thing,” said a fellow-workman, 
“kids get well sooner when they’re al- 
lowed to get in the mud—ever notice 
that?” 

In the main shack, where Miss Alice C. 
Ellison, a trained nurse, is superintendent 
of the work, three babies were received 
from anxious mothers yesterday. The 
first was a little brown Italian girl, about 
two weeks old, named Carolina Gaudio. 
Carolina is suffering from slighted good- 
nature. Her mother is a poor woman, 
who could not amuse Carolina all day, 
s0 that the baby cried until Mrs. Gaudio 
thought she must be sick, and brought 
her to the camp. The moment the mother 
went away and the nurses crowded 
around the baby, Carolina began to chortle 
Jana reach out a little hand for sympa- 
thetic fingers. 

The second baby was truly sick—too 
sick tocry. The hot days at the beginning 
of her two weeks of existence had been 
too much for her. She was Alice Schwartz, 
and a heart-sick mother had brought her 
jan the way from Brooklyn on reading 
about the refuge for sick babies. The 
third was another German baby named 
Lizzie Hynes. Lizzie weighs nine and a 
half pounds, and makes as much noise as 
a forty-pounder in first trousers. 

‘Alice is our interesting patient,” said 
Miss Ellison, “* because she is the sickest. 
It will tax our resources to bring her 
through. Carolina can stay and be 
Peter for a few days, while Lizzie—well, 
| she will need to be made into a bigger 
|\baby. She certainly makes enough noise 
ifor six. In a few days we expect to have 

hundreds.” 
The reporter, impressed with the mag- 
| nificent charity of the work, then tried 
to help cure Carolina’s disease—a long- 
ing for congenial company. He failed 
dismally, however, attacking some sensi- 
tive streak in the Italian nature, which 
finally caused his eviction by the nurses 
from the babies’ camp.

The vast ma- 
jority of these must stay in the cily 
through the vacation, or at best are only 
able to get away on excursions now and 
then. It was to provide occupation for 
them that the out-of-door playgrounds 
were established, and for the same rea- 
son vacation schools are held in some of 
th» schools. The churches are now goin 
to work for the care and improvement 0 
the children in the city. At the head of 
each of these schools there is to be one 
college man with two or three women as- 
sistants. Half of the session will be de- 
voted to a brief service, singing and learn- 
ing hymns, Bible talk and Bible study, the 
other to calisthenics and manual train- 
ing, with first aid to the injured. In the 
afternoons it will be the business of the 
teachers to visit the pupils at their 
homes, and to do such outside work as 
may seem best.”

ISAAC T. FROST. 


A Tribute from Joel Benton—Traits 
That Endeared Him to His Friends. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The death of Isaac T. Frost at his 
brother’s residence, in Portland, Mich., 
on Tuesday, June 26, has been but briefly 
noticed. In his departure, however, 
which for™some months had been immi- 
nent, a large number of grieved and de- 
voted friends have suffered a real loss. 

Mr. Frost came of strong and worthy 
Quaker lineage. He was born in Ulster 
County, New York, but went to Michigan 
with his father’s family when only two 
years old. At the age of nine he returned 
to this city to take a place in the flour, 
grain, and shipping business of the house 
of his two uncles, I. T. Frost (for whom 
he was named) and John G. Frost. In 
this business, of which he ultimately be- 
came the head, he remained for the 


larger part of his life. It was eminently 
successful,-and left him well prepared for 
enjoying life and also a _ well-earned 
leisure. / 

For many years he had not engaged in 
active business, except to go downtown, 
usually—sometimes to the Produce Ex- 


change, of which he was a member, or! 


to conserve his established interests, oc- 
casionally to his legal advisers, or to 
make a necessary investment. Among 
those whom he had long known, as weil 
as those whom he casually met, he was 
always welcome.

ON MICHIGAN CENTRAL 


Minority Holders, Who Get 4 Per 
Cent., Say Road Earns 25. 


AND OUGHT TO PAY 8 OR 10 


They Also Charge That the Operating 
Expenses Are Greater Than 
They Need Be. 


Minority stockholders in the Michigan 
Central Railroad, one of the lines in the 
New York Central system, it was learned 
yesterday, have recently made efforts to 
obtain larger dividends on the stock, 
which at present is paying only 4 per 
cent. a year, although the earnings are 
declared to be sufficient to pay a much 
higher rate. Among the largest holders 
of Michigan Central stock are some of 
the large New York City estates, and 
some of these, it is said, recently made 
representations to the New York Central 
interests that in fairness to the minority 
stockholders a larger rate of dividends 
should be paid. 

The minority stockholders of a number 
of companies which have been favored 
with large earnings, including those of the 
Michigan Central, are credited with re- 
garding the present time as an especially 
opportune one successfully to advance 
their claims. The scrutiny to which cor- 
porate affairs have recently been put, it 
is claimed, is proving helpful in the di- 


rection of obtaining a fairer distribution 
of profitd in the interests of minority 
stockholders. 

The claim of the Michigan Central 
minortiy stockholders is that for years 
the road, under the management of 
the New York Central, has ‘reported ex- 
penses much in excess of the amount 
needed efficiently to operate the road and 
that the excess charges have been os 
into improvements, many of which, the 
minority stockholders claim, ought to 
have been charged to capital account. 

One of the large minority stockholders 
interested in the efforts to bring about a 
larger distribution on the stock, sald yes- 
terday: 

“The actual earning power of the

PROFITS, NOT SURPLUS. 


Controller of Currency Interprets Loan 
Clause In National Bank Act. 


Circulars were received by the National 
banks yesterday from the Controller of 
the Currency drawing their attention to 
the fact that under the new loan limita- 





} tion law National banks are not entitled 


to count their undivided profits as part 
of their surplus. The law provides that 
National banks may lend 10 per cent. of 
their combined capital and surplus to a 
single individual or concern instead of 10 
per cent. of their capital alone as in the 
past. 

A number of banks, especially country 


banks, it was said yesterday, had formed | 


the opinion that this 10 per cent. clause 
applied to undivided profits as well as to 
capital and surplus proper. This is not 
the case, and the purpose of the circular 
issued by the Controller is to make clear 
to the National banks the meaning of

The local cotton market was a little 
easier yesterday on a reaction of 6 to T 
points in Liverpool and general rains over 
the entire cotton belt. Of the 164 Govern- 
ment stations heard from, 120 reported 
precipitation from a trace to 2.55 inches, 
while private advices from Southern Tex- 
as said that the rainfall over Sunday 
had amounted to over 5 inches, in some 
places causing railroad washouts. It was 
raining all over the Eastern section of 
the cotton territory yesterday, where it 
has rained almost incessantly for weeks 
and the downpour in Texas seemed rather 
too copious for benefit, yet most of the 
crop accounts were good. 

The volume of trading was very light 
and prices swung within a 4 point range. 
July opened 2 points lower at 10.17 
gained a point and then sold off 8 to 10.15, 
while July in New Orleans broke 16 
points to 10.91. The weakness in the 
Southern market was due to a report 
that a prominent Southern operator in 
the New York market would ship 10,000 
bales of cotton out of the local stock for 
delivery on July contracts in New Or- 
leans. The spot option there traded as 
high as 11.20 last week, over 100 points 
above quotations here. Yesterday this 
difference narrowed to 74 points. 

W. R. Craig & Co., local cotton mer- 
chants and brokers, are to ship 10,000 
bales of cotton to New Orleans from 
here for delivery on July contracts sold 
on the New Orleans Cotton Exchange. 

On account of the small stock of cotton 
in the South and the large short interest 
in the July option on the New Orleans 
Exchange the bulls down there led by 
Frank Hayne have been successful in 
manipulating the price of July cotton 
there to a premium of over 100 points on 
the same position in the New York mar- 
ket, whereas under normal conditions 
prices there should be at a discount 
equal to freight charges at least. 

Last week, when Southern shorts were 
being rounded up by the bull leaders and 
forced to cover at heavy losses, being 
unable to secure cotton there to deliver 
on the contracts they had sold, the July 
option in New Orleans soared to 11.20 
cents a pound, while the same option here 
fluctuated between 10.14 and 10.32 cents. 
This difference in price between the two 
markets would net a handsome profit to 
those who could secure cotton here and 
deliver it on contracts there, and it is 
evident that Craig & Co. took advantage 
of the situation, althoug:. Mr. Craig de- 
clined yesterday to discuss his operations. 

When the fact became known in New 
Orleans that the cotton here was in 
course of preparation for shipment prices 
in the Southern market broke 16 points 
from the previous close and 20 points 
from the high notch of last week. 

The new crop positions here were held 
steady by the covering of some leading 
shorts, while some long accounts were 
transferred from October to December. 


The business, however, was almost en- 
tirely local. 

Later returns from Fall River, yester- 
day, indicated unusual activity th the 
perat cloths market for this time of year, 
ast week’s sales totaling 325, 
with the production of 250,000 pieces. One 
authority said that the mills were work- 
ing on some contracts for heavy goods 
to be exported to China, despite the per- 
sistent reports of trade stagnation and 
accumulation of stocks in the Far Hast. 
The South reported a good export de- 
mand for cotton, with holders in the in- 
terlor asking higher prices. 

Liverpool spot sales were 5,000 bales at 
2 points decline to 6.12d. against 5.99d. 
last year. Futures opened quiet at 3 
points decline and closed easy 6 to 7 
points lower for the day.

PARDON FOR WICKES 
EXILES HIM TO ALASKA 


Author of “Lewis Jarvis” Let- 
ters Set Free. 


HAD SERVED SEVEN MONTHS 


He Was Sentenced for One Year for 
Attempting to Blackmail Commo- 
dore Weston of Newark. 


ALBANY, July 9.—It became known 
New York, that Gov. Higgins several days 
ago commuted the sentence of Thomas 
P. Wickes, the New York lawyer who 
was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
on Blackwell's Island upon conviction of 
blackmail in the writing of the ‘' Lewis 
Jarvis" letters. In these letters he 
sought, as it was alleged, to secure ad- 
vantages in legal business by writing let- 
ters about himself dnd signing ther with 
the name of “ Lewis Jarvis.” 

Gov. Higgins is out of town, but his 
Secretary, Frank E. Perley, said to-night 
that Wickes’s sentence had been com- 
muted last week, so as to effect his im- 
mediate release from prison. The names 
of those who recommended Wickes’s 
pardon are withheld, but it is said that 
they included men prominent in New 
York legal circles, among them District 
Attorney Jerome. Mr. Perley said that 
Wickes's friends had secured a business 
opening for him in Alaska, and that the

THOUSANDS MAKE MERRY 


The Vacation Schools Opened Yester- 
day with an Attendance of 
13,000 in Manhattan. 


Mothers on the lower east side cleared 
off their evening meal of black bread and 
kosher meat rather hurriedly last night.

WON'T MAKE REGULARS 
MARCH TO THEIR CAMP 


Governors Island Soldiers Joy- 
ous Over Change in Plans. 


GOT READY IN 15 MINUTES 


They’re Philippine Veterans and Know 
All About Hiking in the Hoat— 
To Gretna by Train. 


The battalion of the Twelfth Infantry, 
on Governors Island, which was under or- 
ders to make a forced march to the con- 
centration camp at Mount Gretna, Penn., 
next Sunday morning, will leave New 
York this morning, but not afoot. The or- 
ders changing the time of departure of the 
command came from Washington early 
yesterday afternoon, the order being 
coupled with an inquiry as to how long it 
would take the battalion to get ready to 
leave. 

The answer went back “As soon as 
transportation is arranged,” and by 8 
o'clock Col. Heistand, the Military Secre- 
tary of the Departmént of the East, was 
| notified that transportation was ready. 
Then the order countermanding the pro- 
posed forced march to Mount Gretna, 

| whien was to have begun next Monday, 
was made, and a new one ordering the 
immediate departure of the command 
issued. 

It all happened so quickly that the sol- 
diers themselves hardly had time to real- 
ize what was happening. They had long 
ago stopped gfumbling about the long 
| rorced march that they were to take, and 
| when yesterday the news that they were 
{to go all the way by rail was announced 
they could hardly restrain themselves.» 

They got ready to go in about fifteen 
minutes. The men had just got back from 
\@ long tour of service in the Philippings, 
and they thought it the hardest kind of 
luck that practically their first taste of 
home service should begin with a long and 
tedious march from New York to Mount 

Gretna. 

The transfer of the Twelfth brought to 
Governors Island the first artillery troops 
that have been on duty there in many 
years. Two companies of coast artillery 
arrived there yesterday, the One Hundred 
and Twenty-third Company from Fort 
Hamilton and the Fifty-third Company 
from Fort Wadsworth. These troops will 
remain on duty until the return of the 
Twelfth in September. Capt. W. F. Stew- 
art of the Fifty-third is the commanding 
officer of the garrison.
